Of the above patients, now in Hospital, sixty-two are 
considered curable, seventy-nine incurable, and twenty-six 
doubtful. 


The percentage of recoveries, for the past two years, has 
been forty-two and three-quarters per cent., while the per- 


centage of deaths, for the same period, has been seven рег. 


cent. 


From the foregoing statistics it will be noticed that the 
percentage of cures is remarkably in excess of that of many 
older and larger institutions in the East. This is gratifying 
to our young State, and is attributable to a series of causes: 


Furst, The Asylum not being overerowded, thé contractor 
having spared no expense in extent of necessary buildings, 
the patients receive more attention from the medical corps

` specialty; hence, as few changes in the medical and attend- 
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and the skilled wardens, whereby the average duration of 
treatment is reduced and a rapid cure results. 


Second, Thé healthy location of the Institution, with a 
perfect drainage, secures the complete health of the:entire 


household. 


Third, The abundant supply of good, wholesome water 
from the springs on the land belonging to the Institution, 
promotes the health, cleanliness and comfort of the patients. 
This is a desideratum that all hospitals for the insane do not 
possess, and, in a number of instances, where the supply 
of water was not sufficient to accommodate the increased 
number of patients, buildings heretofore used as asylums 
were abandoned, resulting in the loss of many hundred 
thousand dollars. We can, therefore, congratulate the State 
upon the fact that the present Institntion will never have to 
be abandoned for this cause. 


Oregon has pursued a wise and humane course of conduct 
in not making any change since she first undertook to 
properly care for her insane wards, thus securing and retain- 
ing the best ability for those so terribly afflicted with the 
worst of “all the ills that flesh is heir to.” Experience 
constantly adds to the ability and efficacy of those who 
make the subject of the treatment and care of the insane a 


ants’ staff as is consistent with the proper treatment and 
care of the insane are made. 


We can congratulaté ourselves that the Oregon Hospital 
for the Insane is, in every respect, a curative institution, and 
not merely an Asylum for the restraint of these poor unfor- 
tunates, who are entrusted to its care. 


We have visited the institution frequently at times when 


1 
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we were not expected, and eritically examined the medical 
and other treatment of the patients, and are gratified to be 
able to bear testimony to the faithful manner in which the 
poor insane are kept. We can only add ^ur testimony and 
agree to the verdict rendered by every one in the State 
familiar with the Asylum, that in no respect can the care 
and treatment of this unfortunate class be improved upon.
